The  Cowbelles  were  dismissed  for  their  tea. 

Hew  Hallock  discussed  the  NCA  Convention  held  in  January , ^ 

noting  that  CCA  went  with  two  main  objectives.  One,  to  push  CCA  a 
ooosition  to  futures  trading  and  secondly  to  propose  changes  which 
would  improve.  Hallock  noted  that  involvment  of  cattlemen  from  the 
western  areas  has  decreased  leaving  themselves  with  less  influence. 
He  stressed  the  fact  that  NCA  has  grown  to  be  a substantial 
influence  in  Washington.  The  other  resolution  taken  to  NCA  was 
to  gain  support  of  Armstrong's  bill  concerning  no  subsidies  for 
farmgmiund  which  is  natural  grasslands  broken  up.  Hew  discussed 
several  legislation  issues  and  bill  coming  up  which  deal  with 
agriculture.  He  also  discussed  the  need  for  more  membership  in 
NCA  and  a more  active  membership  in  NCA.  Support  for  the  lICA's 
PAC  (Political  Action  Committee)  was  discussed  and  how  it  would 
be  put  to  use.  He  also  noted  there  was  a movement  to  start  a PAC 

for  Colorado  Cattlemen's. 

Harold  Yoder  gave  a takl  on  the  meaning  of  a good  strong 
membership  in  order  to  have  a strong  organization  with  a voice 
that  will  be  heard.  Memberships  drives  are  important  and  NCA 
should  also  be  stressed  alsong  with  CCA  and  local.  He  spoke  on 
the  marketing  problems  noting  some  of  Bill  Praither's  materials. 

The  need  possibly  for  a marketing  coop  type. 

Jack  Hall,  Prowers  County  Assessor  asked  for  input  on  prices 
and  leases  and  aum's.  He  stressed  the  fact  that  everyone  needed  to 
be  working  with  their  county  assessors  on  the  reevaluation  of 

property  taxes, 

Corwin  Brown  noted  the  need  for  comparable  prices  between

Cattlemen's  Tour  in  Denver.  The  group  toured  the  Brand  Board, 

CCA  offices,  Colorado  Serum  Company,  King  Soopers,  National 
Cattlemen's  Office  and  Tried  restructured  steak.  The  second 
day  they  went  to  the  capital  to  meet  and  see  how  things  work 
in  the  legislature.  All  in  all  it  proved  informative  and 
educational  and  he  felt  that  it  was  a good  experience  and  program 

for  CCA  to  provide.
